Martin John is in his fourth NSL season with the 
Knights. He replaced Joe Didulica as the senior 
keeper after he left for Ajax Amsterdam, but 
long-term injuries have restricted him, and 
only in Round 11 against Wollongong did he 
make his 50th appearance. 


This year John, 21, has stepped up to become 
one of the league’s premier keepers, although 
the ‘goals against’ tally might imply otherwise. 


David Davutovic fired a few scorchers at John 
before today’s big derby against South 
Melbourne. 


DD: After an injury-ravaged season last year, 
how does it feel to be fit and playing again? 


MJ: It feels good, last year | got injured and 
missed pretty much the whole season. This 
year I’ve played almost every game and | think 
| haven't been doing too badly, and the team’s 
travelling alright, so it feels good to be playing. 
The confidence is back up. Mustafa Pestalec is 
back coaching the keeper's now and he's been 
fantastic as I'm sure the other keepers would 
agree, We work on all aspects of keeping, like 
closing down angles, and he prepares us very 
well for the games, so he’s been fantastic since 
he’s returned. 


DD: You’ve notched up over 50 NSL games 
now, how has the league progressed since you 
started 4 years ago and has the standard 
increased or dropped over that time? 


MJ: This is my fourth year and | think it hasn't 
progressed too badly. The standard has 
dropped again, a lot of young players playing

now that wouldn’t have been playing 4-5 years 
ago. But that’s the way it is with a lot of players 
going overseas, you've got to give the younger 
guys a chance. The league’s got a lot of good 
youngsters and the league can only get better 
from here. But the clubs aren't at fault. Your 
good players will always go overseas, but it’s 
your second notch players who are playing 1st 
and 2nd division, if you could keep them here, 
it would be a strong league. 


DD: How are the Knights travelling so far, did 
you expect to be in a better position at this 
stage? 


Mj: | though t we'd be playing better at home, | 
don’t know what’s going on there. But our 
away form has been good. | think we’re where 
we should be, in sixth position, maybe we 
should have a few more points. Hopefully at 
the end of the year, that’s where you want to 
be, in the six. If we can consolidate, win this 
week against South and get a good result 
against Perth, it'll be good. But if we can beat 
South, it'll take the pressure off against Perth 
in Tasmania. 


DD: Conceding goals seems to be a major 
problem this year, even when you’re winning 
games. Is that a tactical or psychological 
hurdle you have to overcome? 


MJ: We started off the year really well, but | 
think it’s just a lapse in concentration, all the 
goals we conceded are silly goals, they’re little 
tap ins. The other teams aren’t working and 
creating good goals, we're making errors, like 
somebody won't be tracking a runner or 
something like that and we're conceding from 
inside the six-yard box. 


It’s just a bit of concentration and that’s what 
we have to work on. | always seem to be caught 
on television screaming on my defenders. Like 
last week against Brisbane, there were a 
couple of minutes to go and we were mucking 
around in the corner for 2-3 minutes instead of 
knocking it up the line and then they scored 
and | was just cooking. 


DD: How far will the team go this season and 
why? 


MJ: If we can make the six, anything can 
happen. Last year we made the six and we 
nearly made it to the grand final, we lost to 


Olympic 1-nil and it was a soft goal, so when 
the Knights make the six anything can happen, 
we’re not like some other club. | mean look at 
Perth, they make the six, make the finals even 
finish first, but they can’t win anything. We 
killed them last year and they had a 35,000 
crowd behind them. So | wouldn't put it past 
us again, even to reach the grand final, with a 
bit of luck with the way the six works you just 
need to win a few games and a few boys have 
finals experience, Our attack is strong with Toto 
(Da Costa) and (Joel) Porter and if the defence 
can stay tight, they'll be our strengths. 


DD: Apart from minding the sticks, what is 
your role at the club, do you regard yourself as 
one of the more experienced players? 


MJ: I'm still young and still learning lots and 
there’s plenty of older guys I’m learning from, 
but as a keeper you've got to take a bit of 
charge. You can’t stand in goals and not talk. 
I've played a few games and I've got a bit of a 
role there. 


DD: What are your goals as a soccer player? 


MJ: Of course to play overseas. Hopefully we 
can put a good tape together and I'll start 
looking.
